Of course, this is true, because the • 
minute we start up, gravity starts to work and work 
fast Yard-by-yard it uses up our momentum till oy- 
and-by that'momentum is just about gone. Then we 
have to shift to a lower gear to Increase our power. 


Experts tell us that by far the most common fault 


in hill-climbing is failure to shift to a lower gear 
soon enough. So just to be sure, some drivers set a 
definite point at which to change gears. The con- 
sensus of opinion seems to be that we should always ^ 
go into second gear as soon as our speed gets down g. 
to 20 miles nn hour. 
=•' 


There are times, however, when we want lo stop 


on n hill. So it's important to know how to start again, with our car on nn 
unerade And there seem to be two methods used by experienced drivers. 


Some use their foot brake to keep their 


cars from rolling backward, put their engine 
in low gear and accelerate slowly with the 
hand throttle, gradually engaging their 
clutch and releasing the brake at the same 
time. Other good drivers do exactly the same 
thing only they use the hand brake and the 
foot accelerator. But both groups tell us it 
doesn't make much difference . . . to use 
whichever method we happen to like the 
better.

able wiring at reasonable cost. This 
is very important to the success of 
new rural electric line. The Govern- 
ment financing arrangements arc de- 
vised to muke it easier for the farm- 
ers to use a profitable amount of elcc- 
iricty from the sturt. The more cur- 
rent used, the greater benefits they 
will derive—not only in modern com- 
forts and drudgery-eliminating con- 
veniences, but also in increased pro- 
duction and better quality of the farm 
output, resulting in greater income for 
the farmer."

fund of $430,000,000 includes $100,000,000 
for housing. 


Mr .Hoosevelt promised a sharp de- 


parture from the precedent established 
by the New Deal in former 
public 


works appropriations. He said the ad- 
ministration would propose a bill car- 
rying appropriations for specific pro- 
jects instead of a lump sum. 


The half billion sum suggested by 


the president is in line with the rec- 
ommendation of his, National Re- 
sources Board for an aiinual public 
works probram of that magnitude.

Street Tax Flarcup 


The street tax issue, storm petrel of 


many a city council meeting, flared 
up again Tuesday night when Alder- 
man Anderson announced that be- 
cause of what ho considered unsatis- 
factory enforcement he was serving 
notice on the other aldermen that he 
would shortly introduce an ordinance 
to repeal the tax, 


"1C we have n law on our books it 


is either going to be enforced or re- 
pealed," he said. "The record shows 
that the city in 1928 collected 52,259.02; 
in 
1929 it 
collected 
$2,022.95; 
the 


amount in 1930 was $1,592.95; in 1931 it 
was $1,558.60; in 1932 nothing was col- 
lected; in 1933 there was collected for 
the last half of the year $695.75; in the 
same period of 1934 collections were 
$567; while up to tlecember 1 this 
year the total is only $405." 


Mr. Anderson's attack threw the 


council into turmoil, the majority of 
the aldermen apparently being de- 
termined to continue the enforcement 
effort. The finance committee chair- 
man said, however, that he was "tired 
of being criticized as the only alder- 
man who really demanded enforce- 
ment of the law," and he was there- 
fore calling for a "showdown." 


Chief of Police John Ridgdill replied 


that in addition to the $405 collected in 
cash the police had caused 240 other 
individuals to work out their street 
tax. Chief Ridgdill said he believed 
the adjusted figure would show the 
equivalent of between ?800 and ?1,000 
for the street tax for the half-year. 


City Attorney Atkins declared that 


the City of Hope always had collected 
street tax, asserted that the law could 
be enforced today, and pointed out 
that Municipal Judge W. K. Lemley 
had not hesitated to fine dissenters

Appearing before the council Tues- 


day night were Mack Duffie, captain 
of ihe loenl company of the Arkansas 
National Guard, and District Engineer 
Charles Thomas of the Works Progress 
Administration (WPA), on the pro*, 
posal to utilize the materials in the 
old Garland school building for erec- 
tion of n ,ncw state armory and a 
new city fire department building. 


Extensive debate revealed that the 


City of Hope could not expect to ob- 
tain a clear title to the Garland build- 
ing, which in 
involved 
in 
school 


financing plans, for at least another 
90 days. The WPA proposal, however, 
is in the hands of a special committee 
of the council. 


Engineer Thomas tokl the aldermen 


that the state armory plans call for a 
total expenditure of $16,930, exclusive 
of the site, which the city would prob- 
ably establish on n back corner of the 
Garland school lot. The federal gov- 
ernment's 
contribution 
would 
be 


$11,000 leaving 
$5,930 balance. 
But 


counting the materials taken from the 
Garland building, only 
$2,280 cash 


would be required, and of this the 
Slate Military Dcpavlmcnt would fur- 
nish $700 leaving a net of only $1,580 
cash to bo furnished by the City of 
Hope. 


Engineer Thomas reviewed local 


WPA activity for the aldermen. He 
said that the federal works program 
is building very good sidewalks for 
Hope householders for the material 
cost only, meaning an outlay of only 
$14 per 50 running feet, for the prop- 
erty owner. City streets in the outly- 
ing sections are being graveled, al- 
though it is proving rather costly 
work, because Ihe WPA has had to go 
clear to Blevins to obtain gravel that 
would meet 
federal 
specifications. 


Julin Chester hospital is being reroofed 
ns another 
WPA 
project—and the 


Hopc-Sardis road is being graveled, 
with funds to carry it out about a 
mile and a half. 


Four county roads yre being gravel- 


ed, Mr. Thomas said, construction pro- 
ceeding at a rate of about 2,000 feet 
per day. Funds for material and haul- 
ing are limited, howevoi-, by the labor 
allowance, he concluded.
